Partners  for  Life 

Lt.  Torres  and  Partner  "Coty"  Retire  from  Police  Work 


Over  the  years,  Detective  Lt.  Bruce  Torres  of 
the  Rochester  Police  Department  has  learned  many 
m  things  about  police  work. 

First,  he  learned  that  he  loves  the  job. 

Second,  although  it  takes  a  lot  of  time  and 
energy,  it's  always  been  worthwhile. 

Third,  nothing  enhances  the  job  like  a 
valuable,  dedicated  partner  with  which  to  work. 

When  asked  who  he  would  rank  as  the  best 
partner  he's  had  during  his  20  year  career,  he 
doesn't  hesitate  to  answer:  "Coty." 

Coty  isn't  who  you'd  first  consider  for  an 
ideal  police  partner.  He's  a  full-bred  German 
Shepherd  and  a  certified  K-9  police  dog. 

But  Lt.  Torres  and  Coty  have  been  working 
together  as  an  active  K-9  unit  with  the  Rochester 
Police  department  since  October  of  1990,  when  Coty 
graduated  from  two  sets  of  rigorous  physical  and 
bonding  evaluations  and  was  finally  certified  for 
police  work. 

For  both  Lt.  Torres  and  Coty,  it  was  a  stroke 
of  luck  that  they  even  found  each  other. 

"I've  always  been  brought  up  with  dogs,"  Lt. 
Torres  said.  "My  parents  always  had  pet  dogs,  but 
I've  never  owned  one  myself.  So,  one  day  a 
gentleman  from  Cape  Cod  who  raised  the  dog  but 
could  no  longer  handle  him  approached  the  Police 
Department  and  suggested  that  he  might  make  an 

Pjdeal  K-9  police  dog.  I  accepted  the  offer  and  as  soon 
as  the  original  owner  left,  Coty  immediately  took  to 
me." 

The  immediate  bond  between  Lt.  Torres  and 
Coty  is  crystallized  in  a  series  of  commendation 
letters  from  police  officials  and  dog  trainers  alike. 
Over  the  next  year  and  a  half,  the  two  braved 
rigorous  training  exercises  in  order  to  make  sure  that 
Coty  was  tightly  bonded  to  Lt.  Torres,  his  new 
master  and  handler. 

Ingrid  Hass,  DVM  at  the  New  England 
Animal  Hospital,  expressed  in  a  letter  once  that

"Coty  continued  to  behave  very  obediently  under 
Sgt.  Torres'  handling,  which  made  the  visit  very 
enjoyable  for  all  involved." 

"I  quickly  became  attached  to  him,"  Lt. 
Torres  admitted.  "I  thank  the  Lord  that  the 
gentleman  gave  him  to  me  and  that  the  Town  of 
Rochester  was  willing  to  give  us  a  chance  at  working 
as  a  K-9  unit." 

Over  the  years,  Coty  has  made  five 
successful  apprehensions  and  has  been  involved  in 
all  aspects  of  police  work  —  with  the  exception  of 
drug  raids  —  from  building  searches  to  recovering 
lost  children.  His  training  has  allowed  him  to  be 
aggressive  and  threatening  when  pursuing 
criminals,  but  playful  and  watchful  when  recovering 
a  lost  child.  He  would  never  hurt  anyone  without  a 
direct  command  from  Lt.  Torres. 

Part  of  the  standard  operating  procedure  for 
K-9  apprehensions  in  cases  of  a  fleeing  criminal 
includes  a  call  for  the  felon  to  stop,  whereby  Lt. 
Torres  would  warn  that  he  will  release  the  dog.  If 
the  suspect  continues  to  run,  then  Coty  is  sent  to 
stop  him. 

"No  one  will  outrun  this  dog,"  Lt.  Torres 
said.  "Once  he  stops  you,  he'll  hold  you  but  won't 
hurt  you  unless  you  try  to  hurt  me." 

Lt.  Torres  is  concerned  about  the  image 
many  people  have  of  K-9  police  dogs.  But,  he 
explained,  they  are  only  aggressive  when  necessary. 
They  are  not  trained  to  be  totally  vicious  and  attack

everyone.  Even  when  Coty  barks  if  someone 
approaches  the  police  cruiser,  "he's  just  warning 
people  to  keep  away  from  his  cruiser  —  his  kennel, 
so-to-speak,"  Lt.  Torres  said. 

Working  side  by  side  with  Lt.  Torres  in  the 
town's  only  K-9  cruiser,  Coty  has  earned  the  rank  of  ( 
"police  dog"  with  pride.  According  to  Lt.  Torres, 
Coty  is  entitled  to  a  police  burial  when  he  passes  on 
—  a  courtesy  which  is  offered  to  all  police  officers. 

The  ideal  two-year  working  relationship 
which  has  been  nurtured  under  the  guidance  of 
Police  Chief  Walter  V.  Denham  has  now  come  to  an 
end  in  the  wake  of  Lt.  Torres'  decision  to  retire  from 
active  duty  with  the  Rochester  Police  Department, 
effective  November  11. 

Both  he  and  Coty  will  go  into  an  early 
retirement  but  will  remain  "partners  for  life,"  as  Lt. 
Torres  put  it.  And  don't  think  their  tenure  of  service 
to  the  town  is  likely  to  be  forgotten  by  them  or  those 
whom  they've  diligently  served. 

"I've  pretty  much  devoted  99.9  percent  of  my 
time  to  police  work  over  the  years,"  Lt.  Torres  said. 
"But  I  now  feel  obligated  to  spend  some  time  with 
my  family  and  help  my  brother  with  the  family 
businesses." 

Lt.  Torres'  grandfather  founded  Torres  &

been  left  to  him  and  his  brother  to  carry  on. 

Citing  both  his  impending  obligations  to 
family  matters  and  his  health  as  reasons  for  leaving 
the  force,  Lt.  Torres  spoke  fondly  of  his  duties  over 
the  years  and  readily  admitted  that  although  he  will 
miss  police  work,  he's  not  shutting  out  all  the  people 
he's  come  to  know  and  love  over  the  years. 

"My  heart  and  soul  are  with  the  Town  of 
Rochester,"  he  said.  "So,  although  I  won't  be 
working  in  an  official  capacity,  I  also  just  can't  close 
the  door  and  say  'see  you  later.' 

"I'll  still  keep  active  and  will  remain 
President  of  the  Rochester  Police  Officers 
Association,  where  I'm  a  member  for  life." 

He'll  also  continue  in  his  role  as  certified  self- 
defense  instructor  and  trainer  with  the  tactical  police 
^init  in  New  Bedford  and  as  a  constable  for  the 
pmunicipalities  of  New  Bedford,  Acushnet, 
Dartmouth  and  Fall  River. 

Part  of  Lt.  Torres'  new-found  family  life  will 
now  include  Coty,  who  must  remain  with  him  as  the 
sole  handler  who  can  master  him. 

"Coty  has  been  trained  to  die  for  me,  if 
necessary,"  Lt.  Torres  said.  "He  could  go  back  to 
school  and  be  trained  to  work  with  someone  else, 
but  I  wouldn't  give  him  up  for  anything. 

"Besides,  at  home  I'll  never  have  to  worry 
about  anyone  breaking  in  and  harming  either  me  or 
my  family." 

To  top  off  an  already-impressive  career,  last 
week  the  Rochester  Board  of  Selectmen  conferred 
the  rank  of  Honorary  Lieutenant  on  him  on 
November  9  for  his  dedication  to  the  town  and  the 
department  —  only  two  days  before  his  effective 
retirement.  According  to  Lt.  Torres,  it  was  a  true 
honor  and  the  high  point  of  his  career. 

"The  single  most  important  moment  in  my 
life  was  when  my  father  pinned  that  badge  on  me  at 
the  Selectmen's  meeting,  promoting  me  to  the  rank 
of  Honorary  Lieutenant,"  Lt.  Torres  said.  "If  it 
wasn't  for  my  family's  continuous  understanding 
and  support  over  the  years,  I  could  never  have 
^chieved  my  goals."

November  16, 1992 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Mattapoisett  Board 
of  Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday, 
November  16  at  7:00  pm  by  Chairman  John  N.  ^k 

DeCosta.  Also  present  were  Selectman  Paul  E.  ^ 

Lambalot,  Selectman  Daniel  O.  Mahoney  and 
Executive  Secretary  Carol  Adams. 

After  approving  the  minutes  of  the 
November  10  meeting  and  signing  payrolls,  licenses, 
permits  and  bills  for  the  week,  Chairman  DeCosta 
cited  outgoing  correspondence,  beginning  with 
notification  to  Southeast  Regional  Planning  and 
Economic  Development  District  (SRPEDD)  that 
Barry  W.  Perkins  is  interested  in  serving  as  the 
town's  representative  on  SRPEDD's  Economic 
Development  Sub-Committee. 

As  per  the  request  of  the  Office  of  Public 
Safety,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  certified  the 
appointment  of  the  town's  building  officials. 

Also  under  outgoing  correspondence, 
Selectmen  certified  the  number  of  votes  counted  at 
the  November  election  for  Plymouth  County 
Commissioners. 

Chairman  DeCosta  next  cited  the  November 
20  bid  opening  at  3:00  pm  in  Town  Hall  for  a 
replacement  generator  at  the  Fire  Department. 

Under  incoming  correspondence,  notification 
was  received  from  the  Office  of  the  Highway 
Commissioner  relative  to  the  reduction  of  salt  on 
Route  195  during  the  winter  months.  According  to 
Commissioner  James  J.  Kerasiotes,  the  basic  policy  of^^ 
applying  300  pounds  of  salt  per  lane  mile  on  certain  ^P 
state  highways  has  been  modified. 

The  section  of  Route  195  from  the  junction  of 
Route  240  in  Fairhaven  (mile  marker  27.2)  excluding 
ramps  to  the  junction  of  Route  495  and  25  in 
Wareham  (mile  marker  39.7)  including  the  long 
ramps  at  this  junction  but  excluding  the  ramps 
leading  to  Route  240,  Route  105  and  Route  28  will 
have  an  application  of  one  part  sand  to  one  part  pre- 
mix  (4  parts  sodium  chloride  blended  with  1  part 
calcium  chloride)  at  a  rate  of  300  pounds  per  lane 
mile.  This  will  mean  a  60  percent  reduction  in  salt 
application. 

This  policy  has  shown  to  reduce  the  intrusion 
of  salt  into  public  and  private  water  supplies  and 
appropriate  signs  have  been  erected  to  alert 
motorists  to  change  driving  conditions  in  lower  salt 
areas.

proposed  articles  which  would  transfer  funds  from 
available  Free  Cash.  Ms.  Kurtz  said  that  although 
there  would  only  be  roughly  a  $27,000  balance  in 
Free  Cash  if  all  eleven  articles  were  passed,  she 
advised  town  meeting  voters  to  be  aware  that  the 
FinCom  has  also  recommended  transferring  $20,000 
into  the  Reserve  Fund  (Article  4)  and  $50,000  into 
the  town's  Stabilization  Fund  (Article  5).  These 
combined  articles,  which  account  for  a  $70,000 
transfer  from  Free  Cash,  will  help  alleviate  budget 
constraints  in  the  future. 

There  being  no  further  questions  or 
comments,  Mr.  Blasdale  introduced  Article  1,  which 

groposed  to  appropriate  $16,606.61  to  pay  unpaid 
ills  from  FY  1992.  Outstanding  bills  the  article 
would  provide  funds  for  include  the  Sanitary 
Landfill,  Town  Counsel,  Street  Lighting  and  the 
Police  Department.  The  FinCom  recommended  that 
$15,367.42  from  Free  Cash  and  $1,239.19  from 
retained  earnings  of  the  Sanitary  Landfill  Enterprise 
Fund. 

Since  there  was  no  discussion  from  the  town 
meeting  floor,  Mr.  Blasdale  entertained  a  motion  to 
vote  on  the  article,  which  would  require  a  9/10  vote 
to  pass,  by  law.  The  article  was  readily  approved 
with  a  vote  of  54-1. 

Article  2,  which  proposed  to  appropriate 
$87,637.05  to  defray  expenses  of  the  town  incurred 
under  the  General  Operating  Expenses  (Article  2)  of 
the  1992  Annual  Town  Meeting,  was  next 
introduced  by  Mr.  Blasdale.  Ms.  Kurtz  moved  the 
article  and  said  the  FinCom  recommended  that 
$82,637.05  be  transferred  from  Free  Cash  and  ' 

$5,000.00  be  transferred  from  retained  earnings  of 
the  Sanitary  Landfill  Enterprise  Fund. 

Mr.  Blasdale  read  the  list  of  line  item 
transfers  and  their  proposed  amounts  and  asked  that 
voters  place  a  hold  on  items  they  wished  to  discuss 
further.  The  only  hold  was  placed  on  Line  Item  210- 
51,  appropriating  $27,500.00  for  Police  Expenses.

Another  voter  wanted  to  know  why  the  a 

money  had  to  be  appropriated  at  all,  especially  in       W 
these  hard  economic  times.  FinCom  member  Donald 
Preissler  explained  that  the  committee  estimated 
well  below  the  town's  actual  revenue  in  terms  of 
both  new  growth  and  tax  returns.  Since  there  wasn't 
as  much  Free  Cash  to  be  dispensed  at  that  time,  they 
had  to  make  more  conservative  recommendations  in 
terms  of  funding  various  town  departments.  "What 
we  are  appropriating  here  is  basically  money  that 
was  left  over  from  FY  1992  which  we  didn't 
anticipate  in  our  estimations,"  he  said. 

When  providing  further  funding  for  the 
Police  Department  was  called  into  question,  another 
voter  reminded  everyone  that  the  department  lost  a 
healthy  chunk  of  their  budget  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  in  May.  "We  cut  about  25  percent  of  the 
police  budget,"  he  said.  "If  we  want  to  continue 
running  the  department,  we're  going  to  have  to 
appropriate  the  $27,000  we  cut  in  May." 

After  calling  for  any  further  discussion  from 
the  floor,  of  which  there  was  none,  Mr.  Blasdale 
entertained  a  motion  to  vote  on  the  article.  Article  2 
was  also  passed,  but  by  a  smaller  margin  of  49-6. 

Part-time  salary  accounts  under  the 
Supplemental  Budget  for  FY  1993  was  next  on  the 
warrant  as  Article  3.  This  article  proposed  to 
appropriate  sums  of  money  to  make  up  for  a  lack  of 
salary  increases  which  were  dispensed  to  full-time    A 
employees  for  FY  1993.  All  of  the  proposed  amounts^ 
reflect  a  standard  2.25  percent  rate  increase  in 
annual  salary. 

Ms.  Kunz  moved  the  article  and  said  the 
FinCom  recommended  that  $1,400.00  be  transferred 
from  Free  Cash  and  $166.00  be  transferred  from 
retained  earnings  of  the  Waterfront  Enterprise  Fund.

Free  Cash  to  be  used  as  a  Reserve  Fund  by  the 
FinCom  in  case  of  future  budgetary  constraints.  Ms. 
Kunz  moved  the  article  and  said  the  FinCom 
recommended  that  $20,000.00  be  transferred  from 
Free  Cash. 

Mr.  Blasdale,  hearing  no  discussion  from  the 
floor,  entertained  a  motion  to  vote  on  the  article 
which  was  also  unanimously  passed  by  town 
meeting  voters.

unbuildable.  By  not  accepting  the  offer,  the  land 
would,  in  all  likelihood,  remain  unused  and  the 
owners  would  not  pay  their  property  tax,  thereby 
incurring  lengthy  and  expensive  litigation  for  the 
town  to  take  over  the  property  anyway.  "The 
property  is  not  worth  a  great  deal  of  money,"  Mr. 
Manoney  said,  "but  we'll  be  saving  money  if  we 
accept  it  as  a  gift  of  their  own  free  will.  We  don't 
solicit  these  land  gifts." 

But  Mr.  Atkinson  was  concerned  that  by 
accepting  the  property,  it  would  be  setting  a 
precedent  whereby  landowners  could  easily  get  out 
of  paying  property  taxes  by  donating  unbuildable 
lots  to  the  town. 

Another  resident  agreed  with  Mr.  Atkinson. 
"I'm  sure  there  will  be  more  land  offers  as 
(Selectman  Mahoney)  stated,"  he  said.  "If  the 
assessors  don't  lower  taxes  on  unusable  lots,  people 
will  continue  to  get  rid  of  them." 

Daniel  J.  Bungert  of  the  Conservation 
Commission  asked  why  the  property  could  not  be 
taken  and  kept  as  wetland  for  conservation 
purposes. 

Selectman  Mahoney  said  that  the  town  can't 
acquire  land  except  for  municipal  purposes  and  by 
accepting  it  for  that  reason,  it  would  leave  an  option 
open  for  future  use.  By  deeming  it  for  "conservation 
purposes,"  it  would  rule  out  any  future 
development  on  the  lot. 

"(The  Selectmen)  are  of  the  mind  that  we 
take  the  land  for  municipal  purposes  and  let  time 
take  its  toll,"  Mr.  Mahoney  said.  "I  see  it  as  a  passive 
holding  into  a  potential  active  use." 

A  Mrs.  Hathaway  moved  to  amend  the 
article  to  read  "for  conservation  purposes"  instead  of 
"municipal  purposes,"  thereby  keeping  the  property 
as  a  wetland  area. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  a  passed  by  a 
majority  vote.

Recalling  the  accidental  discharging  of 
ammonium  hydroxide  26  degree  liquid  into  the 
sodium  silicate  "N"  tank  delivered  to  the  Town  of 
Marion  not  long  ago,  the  counts  of  poisonous 
chemicals  were  very  low,  there  being  no  cause  for 
serious  panic.  During  any  time  there  could  be  high 
counts  of  chemicals  in  the  drinking  water,  every  area 
of  the  public  will  be  notified  quickly  and  efficiently 
of  the  necessary  precautions  to  take.  The  Marion 
Water  Department  functioned  well  at  the  time  of

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contamination  of  the  water,  protecting  the  health  of 
the  public.  They  operate  on  a  high  standard  with 
zero  tolerance  measures. 

Glenn  A.  Holloway,  Manager  of  Chemical 
i  Distribution  at  Fall  River's  Borden  and  Remington 
Corporation,  took  time  out  to  notify  the  Board  of  his 
sincere  apologies  about  the  delivery  of  contaminated 
Sodium  Silicate  to  the  water  purification  plant.  In  a 
meeting  held  at  the  Marion  Board  of  Selectmen's 
office,  Mr.  Holloway  addressed  the  concerns  of 
Marion  residents  regarding  the  unfortunate  incident. 

The  corporation  is  launching  a  plan  of  action 
to  insure  that  this  mishap  will  not  happen  again.  All 
tanks  being  delivered  will  include  tags  with  the 
name  of  the  product  and  destination,  only  to  be 
removed  by  the  workers  at  the  delivery  site.  The 
procedure  for  receiving  product  into  inventory  has 
been  modified  to  include  record  keeping,  lock-out 
procedures  and  work  orders. 

Also,  tank  trailers  will  be  washed  out  prior  to 
pick-up  and  material  from  the  tank  trailer  must  be 
sampled  by  the  receiving  company.  An 
informational  seminar  will  be  held  to  inform  town 
employees  of  the  proper  procedure  of  the  sampling 
process. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  are  confident  that  the 
corporation  was  very  responsive  to  the  situation  and 
that  they  will  follow  up  on  their  promises.  As  a

Police  Chief  Walter  V.  Denham  sent  a  memo 
to  Selectmen  to  inform  them  of  his  intentions  in 
using  the  now-defunct  K-9  police  cruiser  formerly 
used  by  Det.

Since  the  town  presently  has  an 
insurance  policy  on  the  vehicle  good  through  July 
31, 1993,  both  Chairman  Brown  and  Selectman  Roy 
agreed  to  authorize  the  vehicle  for  emergency  and/ 
or  third-party  detail  use. 

After  having  gone  through  all  listed  agenda 
items,  Chairman  Brown  expressed  his 
disappointment  to  Selectman  Candidate  David  L. 
Hughes  in  reference  to  comments  made  in  The 
Standard-Times.  Chairman  Brown  cited  Mr.  Hughes' 
statements  about  the  present  board's  lack  of 
leadership  in  guiding  other  town  committees. 

"I  feel  that  if  you  appoint  a  person  to  a 
committee,  you  should  let  them  do  their  job  without 
intervening,"  Chairman  Brown  said.  "I  was  very 
disappointed  with  your  comments  and  totally 
disagree  with  you." 

Selectman  Roy  agreed.  "I  have  to  back  what 
(Chairman  Brown)  said.  I  think  we  could  meet  more 
often  with  some  of  the  committees,  but  time  doesn't 
allow  us  to  meet  with  everyone  on  a  regular  basis." 

There  being  no  further  business  to  discuss, 
the  board  voted  unanimously  to  adjourn  at  7:36  pm.

Details  about  the  user  fee  program  came  to 
light  as  a  request  was  made  of  the  ORR  School 
Committee  to  institute  a  formalized  junior  varsity  ice 
hockey  program  with  all  of  the  (insurance)  and 
financing  involved. 

Advocates  of  this  program  did  as  advocates 
for  a  girls'  JV  soccer  team  had  done  —  waited  until 
the  eve  of  the  opening  of  the  season  to  put  their  plan 
before  the  committee,  obviously  believing  it  would 
intimidate  the  committee  to  act  without  delay. 

Fortunately,  it  wasn't  love  at  first  bite  on 
November  10.  The  school  committee  rightfully  asked

impression  given  the  school  committee  that  night 
that  there  is  no  JV  ice  hockey  program  is  false. 

Parents  at  the  meeting  said  they  paid  $50  (in) 
user  fees  for  their  children  to  participate  in  just  such 
a  program.  User  fees  for  what?  The  wannabe 
coaches  said  they  had  been  working  with  these  JV's 
free  of  charge  and  that  they  used  leftover  ice  time 
from  the  varsity  hockey  program  and  played  on 
cranberry  bogs.  So,  fees  for  what? 

These  parents  also  heard  that  Tabor 
Academy  had  offered  ice  time  free  of  charge  on  its 
rink,  so  they  (the  parents)  assumed  money  included 
in  the  user  fee  for  ice  time  must  have  been  put  aside 
in  light  of  the  Tabor  offer.  Wrong!  The  high  school 
principal  said  there's  no  money  left. 

The  principal  also  revealed,  which  was  a 
surprise  to  me,  that  all  of  the  user  fees,  large  or 
small,  were  dumped  into  a  general  fund  and  allotted 
as  the  powers  that  be  saw  fit  to  the  various  sports 
programs.

Irresistable  Impulse: 

A  True  Story  of  Blood  and  Money 

•  Robert  Lindsey,  Simon  &  Schuster,  $22 

Even  without  lingering  over  the  bizarre  and  lurid  details  that 
made  the  1983  murder  of  Monika  Telling  a  feast  for  the  British 
tabloid  press,  Irresistable  Impulse  is  a  gripping,  sometimes  puzzling, 
and  often  unsetding  account  that  turns  out  to  be  as  much  a  cry  for 
victims'  rights  as  the  story  of  a  true-life  fairy  tale  gone  wrong. 

As  seen  through  Robert  Lindsey' s  long  lens,  however,  the  story 
of  the  whirlwind  courtship,  the  idyllic  beginnings  of  married  life 
and  the  slow,  excruciatingdeteriora ting  relations  be  tweenMichae! 
and  Monika  that  takes  up  the  first  half  of  the  book  have  a  certain 
painful  inevitability  that  should  inject  a  large  question  mark  into 
the  current  debate  over  family  values. 

She  Needed  Me 

•  Walter  Kirn,  Pocket  Books,  $20 

Walter  Kirn  is  a  cocky  first-time  novelist.  He  has  taken  an 
explosive  issue  —  abortion  —  and  forced  it,  with  satirical  intent 
into  the  cramped  confines  of  what  the  critic  Sven  Birkerts  calls 
ranch-house  realism. 

She  Needed  Me  is  one  of  those  artificial  logs  that  burn  with  a 
sinister  greenish  flame:  domestic  napalm. 

Kirn  walks  a  tightrope  from  the  beginning  of  the  novel.  He 
wants  to  satirize  the  Conscience  Squad  without  alienating  the 
reader's  sympathy  for  Weaver  (the  novel's  main  character).  Kirn 
is  seeking  what  America  has  proved  incapable  of  finding  —  a 
middle  ground  both  ethical  and  reasonable  between  a  woman's 
rights  and  a  self-evident  wrong.
